Speaking of Weedwacker line, I'm using it as a three point guy system for my 
elevated Butternut HF9V vertical. Butternut suggests that even though the 
antenna is capable of withstanding fairly high winds, it's a good idea to 
add some guy support at the midpoint. That minimizes whipping around too 
much in the wind. 


I'll bet that could apply to other multiband verticals as well. 


Does it stretch? Probably so, but it's not supporting a tremendous amount 
of weight.

The Valley of the Moon ARC station operated from the annual hamfest here in 
Sonoma, California, but because we were operating as a demonstration 
station, we only made three contacts, although we did show a lot of people a 
QRP station and answered many questions. The hamfest got started at 8 a.m.

It wasn't until our chief 
cook, Ed, W1EJ, finished up running the breakfast in the kitchen and came 
out to the operating station that we finally made those precious contacts. 
Ed was able to get on the air while the rest of us packed up the hamfest, so 
we left him operating until his was the last antenna standing.

Gang, 


Well, I thought I had a spare IF transformer in the parts bin, but 
alas it was not meant to be. I do have a 421F128 which is no longer 
available from Mouser. 


So, if two or more of the MH101 group or anyone else can do me a favor. 


You need a 421F123 and you need the AADE (Almost All Digital Electronics) 
L/C Meter IIB if possible. 


I posted years ago that I had not seen in Wes Hayward's SSD Book or anywhere 
else a number for the coupling coefficient, k, for any real life examples. 
So here is a chance to find out what some realistic values are. The mutual 
inductance, M, for a transformer is given by M = kxsqrt(L_p * L_s) where 

p and s are the primary and secondary windings respectively. k is the 
coupling coefficient. 


I sat down and derived a formula that should work to determine this value (k) 
by measurement and here is the experiment that I'd like a few to try. 


Take the 42IF128 and measure the primary (pins 1 and 3) inductance with the 
tuning slug at the top. Leave the internal cap in and do not modify the IF 
transformer in any way. The L/C meter is doing measurements far enough away 
from the resonance of the transformer anyway (I think). This is done with 

the secondary open, i.e. nothing to pins 4 and 6. Call this measured inductance 
L. Now short pins 4 and 6 together. Once again measure the inductance between 
pins 1 and 3 and call this L’. 


Calculate k from k = sqrt(1.0 - L/L'). I'll show you how I got this formula 
later 

in the MH101 project. Some EE majors may have done this at some time and can show 
just how much they learned for the group..... 


I'd like someone to do this for several points from the slug being at the top of 
the coil to the bottom or where L is a maximum. Make a list of the L, L', and 
calculated k. Hopefully everyone can measure the same results or we'll be working 
on this for some time to come. :-) 


ADVANCED: 


Now if you really really like doing this kind of experimentation and while we 
are waiting until I get back --- Take some T50-2, 137-2, T50-6, and 137-6 


toroids and wind some bifilar coils with different numbers of turns (start 

with the maximum you can get with your size wire and then do some measurements 
and then remove one turn, .... ). Do the above measurements to determine L, L', 
and k. 


Then if you aren't tired of this after a few days, try winding transformers on 
the coils like in the ARRL HB in figure 25.36, but not in a bifilar configuration 
but with two separate windings separated on opposite sides of the toroid. 
Obviously 

you are not going to have too many windings (turns) on each side, but do just a 
few 

to see what k you get.... Measure and compute the L, L 
group. 


, and k values for the 


Try it with overlapping windings. 

And finally. For some with digital VFOs and a scope. Sweep the IF transformer 
with 

the VFO in the range of resonance (10.X MHz) and see what Q value you get in 
various 

tuning slug positions. Be careful. Load the secondary with a good match and also 
do this for a mismatched condition also. Jim Kortge, K8IQY, and others can give 
you hints if you get lost on this one. It is an advanced experiment for 
engineers.... 

Enjoy this while I'm away. A fool can ask more questions than a wise man can 
answer. 

And I have many more questions.

I forgot about this in the earlier post. While typing in stuff I forget simple 
things.... 


One of the problems with using Commercial Off the Shelf products (COS) is that 
what 

you see if what you get. If you look through the Mouser and Digikey catalogs and 
in particular the crystals you'll only see specific frequencies available. And 
they are cheap prices for small quantities. 


Now the kit makers can go to Bomar Crystals, ICM, and other people and order any 
frequency they want in series or parallel modes, but in order to get real good 
pricing so as not to make the kit too expensive for you or I, they have to order 
a very very large number of them. 


Dave Benson, NN1G, moved from 8.000MHz to 7.680MHz for the IF for the SW30+. 
Reason: broadcast interference from some high powered shortwave stations in some 


countries. And on some of the older SW-XX series (with 8Meg IF) and during some 
periods of the day 
or night I can hear the BCI at some particular frequencies. 


Dave, in order to reduce this problem went to the catalog and picked another IF 
frequency. 

So you know you don't get something for nothing. A birdie popped up at 10.103MHz. 
That is what I measure on the new SW30+ and others have emailed me saying that 
they 

too hear a birdie at the same spot. So for those of you about to build this puppy 
be 

forewarned that you will have a birdie at this frequency. But I for one rarely 
get down 

that low in the band to fight with the DX QRO herd doing battle down there for 
that 

three-hundred and thirty third country for DXCC... :-) ;-) 


So what combination of the VFO (10.103 - 7.680 )MHz and 7.680 gives you 
10.103MHz??? 
Or is it another combination that gets the birdie? 


The tradeoff in IF frequency and associated VFO to get the band and range you want 
is 
determined by birdies and drift of the VFO at higher frequencies if you lower the 
IF, 


And a trivia pursuit question? How can you detect a birdie in a rig?

Excerpt from ICOM tech notes: 


The ICOM 735's front panel RF PWR control puts QRP or QRO selection at your 
finger tips. A one time internal adjustment is required, however, to reset 
the front panel control so 5 watts is produced at the minimum setting. 
Please note that this change does not alter the control's maximum setting of 
100 watts. 

Place the IC-735 upside down with it's front panel and knobs facing you. 
Remove the bottom cover to expose the main circuit board. Look in the upper 
right corner and locate the small trimmer potentiometer R267. It sets the 
span of the front panel's RF PWR control. 

Plug an accurate wattmeter connected to a dummy load into the IC-735's RF 
output connector and adjust the front panel RF PWR control to minimum. Key 
the rig and note that the power output is in the 10 watt range. Place an 
insulated screwdriver on R267 and again key the rig. While watching the 
wattmeter, turn R267 clockwise until the RF output drops to 5 watts. If 


more than 30 seconds are required for precise adjustment, switch the 
transceiver back to receive for 30 seconds before repeating (remember that 
air flow is restricted by the desk when the rig is upside down). 

Slide the front panel RF PWR control to maximum, note full output, return 
to minimum and double-check for 5 watts output. Switch off and reassemble 
your QRP-ready IC-735.

no i did not make this story up. i was honestly 
truing to give out points. keep in mind with a big 
skip zone on 20m and our low power signals - we don't 
hear what is going on nearby. I did not operate 
continuously - but noted in the early and late 
afternoon (eastern time) that indeed everyone was on 
14.060. i literally heard 6 stations all CQ on this 
frequency ... and tuning around no one was more than 1 
kHz off frequency. maybe here in the east we are 
clustered close enough we can hear some back-scatter. 
others have noted that too often we tend to stay on 
the calling frequency during QRP contests - and this 
is bad practice at the higher frequencies. I did 
indeed work folk on and off the calling frequency on 
20 meters - but it was almost comical trying to 
separate signals on 14.060 with no DSP - only a 500 Hz 
filter and my "ears". yes granted to had conjested 
spectrum on the bands - but we still got to try to 
spread out and not hole-up on just "our" frequencies.

Once again - muchas gracias - to the DSS 63 crew for their 
continuing excellent support. So it appears that Pioneer 10 has life, 
albeit in another mode - only in a two-way coherent mode. Our Chief 
Flight Controller Ric Campo says, "In order [for Pioneer 10] to talk to 
us, we need to talk to it." This means from now on, we need two-way 
round-trip light time (RTLT) passes to allow the Deep Space Network 
(DSN) to send up a strong stable signal to lock up with a coherent 
downlink signal. We will have to schedule tracks on the busy DSN 
schedule to allow uplink and downlink support (competition for time

(http://www. fairchildsemi.com/ds/KA/KA4558.pd£), the KA4558S is a dual 
op-amp in a 9-pin SIP package. 


The 4558 dual op amp is a pretty common part. Digi-Key has them as TI 
part RC4558P, on page 206 of the February-April 2001 catalog. 
Future-Active also has them, as part number 4558TC in the online 
catalog. Since the 4558 is a basic general-purpose op amp, other dual op 
amps, such as the 1458, can probably also be substituted with no 
problem. If you're looking for lower noise, you might try a BiFET part 
(FET input, bipolar output) such as a TLQ82; they can be directly 
substituted in many circuits. 


Unfortunately, all the parts I mentioned above are 8-pin DIPs, not SIP 
packages, so they would not be plug-in replacements. To get the actual 
Fairchild part (which is still in production according to their 


website), you could try calling someone who distributes Fairchild parts, 
such as Arrow Electronics (http://www.arrow.com). Arrow's site does list 
the KA4558S, but it's listed as "call for availability".

I got my card in yesterday for my best miles per watt QSO to date. March 
30th I worked Andy, W1/VE2EM/M in Essex county VT at 2 mWatts. Then just a 
couple of days later I picked him up in Addison county VT at 0.8 mWatts. I 
had the K1 turned down as low as it would go and the Ten Tec 290 attenuator 
set at maximum attenuation. With that I got a 339 from him. I think I 
need another attenuator. By my math it comes in between 487,000 and 
525,000 miles per watt depending on where he was in the county.

The K1 will do it. Check out my web site for a list of QSOs worked with 
the K1 and a 9 volt NiMH battery. 31 states worked so far. Look under the 
K1 - 9 volt battery link off the main page. 


The SSTs will also do it, but you need to do the mod in the manual to use 
the 9 Volt battery. 


The DSW rigs are also good down to 8 volts. 


By my ruler the K1 comes in about 50 cu in, the DSW at about 24 cu in, and 
the SST at about 18 cu in. 


I suspect you better make them real short QSOs. I can get about 4 contest 
type QSOs off the K1 with the 9 volt NiMH before I have to charge them up 
again. You should do a little better with the other two rigs, but not much.

A brief word of caution ... the published conversion rates are rarely those 
at which the credit card companies or banks (or even money exchanges) 
transact currency conversions.
